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INTRODUOTION 

The entries in this Directory update the rural education resource directory published jointly 
by the National Rural Education Association (NREA) and the ERIC Clearinghouse on Rural 
Education and Small Schools (ERIC/CRESS) in March 1 986. This edition—a greatly expanded 
version of the earlier publication — is again co-published by both organizations, with help from 
many programs and organizations around the nation. 

The substantial increase in the size of this Directory attests to two things. First, interest in 
the rural context of education is growing. Second, connections between education and the wider 
rural community are increasingly acknowledged to be important. Hence, a variety of programs and 
resources that should prove useful to practitioners, policymakers, and researchers in rural 
education have been included in this edition. 

Such resources include contacts in the federal government, state data centers, 
cooperative extension programs, and state NDN Facilitators. NDN facilitators can be especially - 
helpful in rural areas: they have a kit of successful programs that rural school districts could 
replicate, and they can help staff select programs that match local needs. The Regional 
Educational Laboratories can also provide services to policymakers, educators, and citizens in the 
states served by particular laboratories.
